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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. Claim 22 could be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 

had possession of the claimed invention. The specification shows 80% acrylate, not 

80% Hy units, on page 7, first paragraph. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification siiall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 22 could be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. A ratio cannot be expressed in percentages. A water/cement ratio of 3:10 is 
acceptable.

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following: Si and S2 are not 
identified as hydrophilic polymers on page 3 of the specification and the title cannot be 
restricted to hydrophobic polymers.
